Federal Judge John B. Avis, at 
Camden, at the same time denied a 
motion to dismiss a padlock proceed- 
ings, saying “I cannot agree that this 
decision is binding on all of the other 
United States court judges.” 

Meanwhile, .the point raised by 
Judge Clark, that the amendment was 
inva id because it had not been rati- 
fied by constitutional conventions 
rather than by state legislatures, con- 
tinued to arouse lively interest on Cap- 
itol Hill.

DENIED BY MACHADO 


President of Island Republic 
Says Stories of Accredited 
Reporters Untouched. 


HAVANA, Dec. 17.—#)—President 
Machado, in a statement cabled to 
the Associated Press today, said that 
he was perfectly willing to have the 
American people know all the facts 
of the situation in Cuba. 

The president stated that “not a 
single line or word outgoing or m- 
coming of the Associated Press or of 
any other recognized press association 
or of any accredited correspondent of 
any American newspaper has been 
withheld or censored in any way.’ | 

Commenting on dispatches carried 
by the Associated Press on December 
11 and 12, the Cuban president denied

day by the announcement that under 
no circumstances will United States 
Customs Court Judge W. J. Tilson, 
formerly of Atlanta, be a candidate 
for the post. 

The announcement was made here 
by Louis H. Crawford. of Atlanta. 
United States marshal for the north. 
ern district of Georgia, who sail 
Judge Tilson, now making his head- 
quarters in New York, had authorized 
him to speak. 

Judge Tilson, a brother of Repre- 
sentative J. Q. Tilson, of Connecticut, 
republican floor leader of the house. 
had been regarded as a sure ap- 
pointee if he desired -the post.

BALL UNDER THE JERSEY. 
OP WARNER says the old “hidden ball under the jersey” play was 
first used by Cornell against Penn State in 1898, when Pop’was 
coaching Cornell, but he is mistaken. 
It was first used by Heisman and Auburn against Vanderbilt 

in 1895 at Nashville. Vanderbilt had scored a touchdown earlier. 

Auburn had the ball and Reynolds (Tick) Tichenor of Auburn, 

an all-southern quarterback, who weighed 118 pounds, called an 

end run. He fell forward at the time as if hurt. He had stuffed 

the ball under a loose sweater and as both teams swept to the left, 

Tichenor got up and ran 50 yards to a touchdown. 

Heisman used the play later against Georgia when Warner was coach- 
ing at Georgia. That’s how the ‘‘ball under the jersey” play later came 
to Cornell. It was a Heisman invention, but Pop later used variations 
of the same play against Penn State and Harvard.

ARIOUS letters have drifted in from various observers nominating at

REPUBLICANS PUSH MOVE 

FOR $30,000,000 DROUTH BILL

Confident of holding their position 
on the administration’s drouth relief 
program, republican leaders today 
threw down the gauntlet to democrats 
in the house with a view to settling 
by ballots tomorrow their disagree- 
ment over the amount to be given 
and how it shall be used.

Young Girls Say Killings 
Were Designed To Pro- 
vide Thrills. 


KANSAS CITY, Dee. 17.—(4)— 
Police investigated a “juvenile gang- 
| land” today, seeking the solution of 
ifive or more murders and numerous 
| robberies. 
| One slaying has. been confessed, of- 
ficers said, by Everett Haldiman, 17, 
alleged leader and gunman of a ban 
of boys and girls between 14 and 19 
years of age. He is under arrest in 
Independence, Kan. 

Fern McNabb, whose age has been 
announced as 14 or 15 years, was de- 
clared by police to have told. of wit- 
nesging several holdups and one kill- 
ing designed to provide a “thrill” for 
girl companions who rode in an ac- 
companying motor car. 

Her purported statement said Haldi- 
man and -his companions in crime 
used theatrical makeup to shield their 
identity and after robberies removed 
the coloring in a rendezvous near Dal- 
las, Mo. 

Police expressed belief the makeup 
had baffled their efforts to identify 
the perpetrators of several holdup 
slayings. 

Haldiman, Ray Willis Harley, 17; 
Aletha Rush, 15, of Sioux City, Ia., 
and Miss. McNabb were arrested in 
Dallas, Texas, and taken to Independ- 
ence, Kan. ‘There they face prelim- 
inary hearing on murder charges in 
connection with the killing of John 
Siebel at his filling station at Tyro, 
IKX.un., December -1. 

County Attorngy Warren B. Grant 
obtained a purported confession in 
which Haldimant is quoted as saying 
he shot Siebel to death while the 
other three waited for him. Haldi- 
— was definitely implicated by Har- 
ey. 

A second slaying has been charged 
to Haldiman and Harley, officers as- 
serted, by Miss McNabb. 

In a statement she pictured the 
killing of William Price, a young bak- 
ery driver, in Kansas City, Novem- 
| ber 26, and said the boys and girls 
had driven back to the place of the 
‘slaying to view the victim before 
police arrived. Previously, - said, 
| the party witnessed the holdup of 
,;another driver. The driver's expres- 
sion was described as “too comical for 
words.” 

Three other girls and one boy were 
arrested iti the Rosedale district of 
Kansas City, Kan., wherein, officers 
assert, Haldiman set up a juvenile 
underworld with himself in the role 
of ruling lord and crack marksman. 

_Implicated by Miss McNabb, the 
girls under arrest, including a young 
mother, were said to have told of 
riding with Haldiman in stolen motor 
cars and of overhearing holdup plans. 

All of the girls reputedly told de- 
tectives Haldiman threatened death if 
they “squealed.” 


U.S: SEEKING MEN 
AS SHIP INSPECTORS 


WASHINGTON, PB. C., Dee. 17.— 
The United States civil service com- 
mission has announced that the steam- 
boat inspection service is in need of 
local and assistant inspectors of boil- 
ers and hulls, and that applications 
for the positions will be accepted by 
the commission until January 15.

At Torrelevaga, in the northeast, 
one civil guard and two strikers were 
killed in a elash.

Battle Rebels 


In the northwest, at Oviedo, civil 
guards fired into a mob creating a dis- 
tubrance at a mine and four died.. 

At Seville, in the southwest, four : 
more were killed in strike riots and ' 
the government was reported suspi- 
cious of the loyalty of the air force 
at La Tablada airport. 

Disorders were widespread in Ali- 
cante province, which is at the ex- 
treme southeast of Alfonso NIII’s 
kingdom. Casualties were reported but 
not determined definitely. 

Over the country a half million men 
were on strike and all forces for main- 
tenance of peace were taken over by 
civil guards and troops, the latter in- 
cluding the famous forcign legion re- 
called from Morocco. 

The king held tightly to his crown, 
nevertheless, and showed personal 
bravery by driving in an open carriage 
to . services commemorating the 
achievements of the great South 
American liberator, Simon Bolivar, 
who wrested much of the new world 
from the Spanish conquistadors.

Characterizing Dr. Albert Einstein 
as a pacifist, Dr. A. D. Houghton, 
one of the organizers of the Ameri- 
can Legion, has suggested action to 
prevent the visit to California of the 
famed German mathematician. 

The suggestion offered before Los 
Angeles legionnaires last night 
brought. forth mingled applause and 
expressions of disfavor, but no ac- 
tion. 

The attack, Dr. Houghton said, 
was based upon expressions attributed 
ty Dr. Einstein in a recent New York 
speech, who was quoted as urging men 


of military age to refuse to fight as 
a means of preventing war. 

Dr. Houghton declared Dr. Ein- 
stein was a pacifist. traveling in the 
guise of a mathematician. 

“Dr. Einstein’s theory of relativity 
is one thing—and I don’t think much 
of it—but his pacifism is another.” 
the speaker said. “He is a propagan- 
dist against the best interests of the 
country.” 

The noted scientist is en route to 
Pasadena by way of the Panama 
canal for a visit with Robert A. Mil- 
likan and other famed American sci- 
entists in California.
